Seven Point 
Program Is 
‘Recommended 


Here are the seven points of the 
highway safety program considered 
by the representatives to the pre- 
mier's highway safety conference 
These recommendation include the 
main measures necessary to curtail 
street and highway accidents: 


1. Laws and Ordnances: Uniform- 
ity, insofar as it is possible and prac- 
ticable in provincial and municipal 
laws and regulations is recommend- 
ed, 


2. Accident Records: It is recom- 
mended that traffic accident reports 
| be collected and that full use be 
made of these records in guiding 
highway safety activities 


3. Education: It is recommended 
j that Alberta schools, at all levels, 
conduct traffic safety programs 
which will give adequate guidance in 
jaccident prevention and which will 
}prepare them to shoulder their fu- 
ture responsibilities in a motor age. 
Education for safety is an essential 
part of the modern school’s program 
for producing g0od citizens. 


| 4. Enforcement: It is recommend- 
ed that the province and municipali- 
;ties conduct continuing traffic-law- 
enforcement programs of the type 
which will induce maximum volun- 
tary observance of driver and pedes- 
trian regulations, by creating ade-
